However, Johnson Immediately tele- 
phoned to Centertown for medical 
or BurRlcal aid and Drs. Smith and 
Crowe went to the Injured man. At 
first It was thought the wound 
would be taUl, but at preaant Crowe 
Is getting along very wel(, and bia 
recovery seems assured. 

Johnson appeared before Esq. J. 
C. Jarknon. of Centertown, Wed- 
nesday and pave bond to the amount 
of $200. The examining trial will 
probaMy ba bald to-morrow in Ea- 
qulra Jackaon'a court.

Concerning the shooting of Amby 
Buck by hla mother-in-law, Mrs. 
George Ljmeh, tba first neoonnt of 
which appears on tba third page of 
the Herald to-day, the Owenaboro 
Messenger says: 

Mrs. George Lynch, who shot and 
It Is thought fatally wounded, her 
aon-in-law, Amby Buck, at the let- 
ter's home near Indian Hill, came to 
Owensboro Frfday moramr mv'Kr- 

ter a conference with her attorney, 
W. S. Morrison, surrendered to Con- 
stAbJlft Cole,^ and Is now being guard- 
ad at the home ot the constable on 
Poindexter avenue, in the west end. 

Mrs. Lynch, after shooting Buck 
Thursday night, spent the night at 
her home, and accompanied by her 
husband and a brother-in-law, came 
to Owenaboro Friday morning, 
raacbing bars about • o'clock. She 
went to tba ofllce of Mr. Morrison 
and it was only a short time till a 
warrant charging her with shooting 
and wounding with Intent to kill 
was drawn up and placed In the 
hands of the consUble, to whom the 
woman stated that aba deairad to 
surrender. 

Mrs. Lynch rliiinis that the shot 
she fired into Hik k was into self 
defense and according to her story 
there were aareral wltnaaaes to the 
affair. Buak. aaaarding to the atory 
told by the woman, bad llTsd on 
their farm for about four yeara and 
only four months ago married one 
of her daughters. Mrs. Lynch says 
that he has been very abusive and 
that on Thursday afternoon he 
threatened to throw bia wlta Into a 
well near hla home and that 
he did take her very near It and act- 
ed as though he was going to push 
her Into It. 

The mother of the young woman 
called to him. causing blaa to draw 
back. He then aald that be was 
through with his wife and told Mrs. 
Lynch to take her home with her. 
Mrs. Lynch said that she would 
come back for her daughter that 
night and would take her home. 
Buck tban aald that It aba did come, 
he would shoot her. 

About 8 o'clock Thursday even- 
ing, Mrs. Lynch, accoinpaiiloil by 
her husband and two young men, 
went to Buck'a home and knocked 
at the door. Buck bad retired, but 
anawered the door. When ba saw 
the woman and the shotgun that 
she was carrying, he stooped over, 
saying that he would cet his pistol 
and kill her. Mrs. Lynch said that 
realizing her danger, ahe fired. This 
Is the woman'a atory. The young 
man who was abot down baa not 
made a statement. 

Buck, although the shot tore a 
great hole In his left side, grasped 
hla' pistol and thruat It within a few 
Incbaa ot George Lyncb'a face and 
attempted to ahoot. when one of tha 
young men grabbed hla band and 
wrenched tba rvfolvar from bis 
grasp. 

Mrs. Lynch stated that she regret- 
ted the occurence, but that she had 
fired aa abe balieTed in self defeaae. 
hut that it bad not bean her inten- 
tion, boweTer. to Infilct a mortal 
wound. ■ She said that Buck for sev- 
eral days had been very Jealoua of 
his wife and had caused a great 
deal of trouble for them all. 

Buck's brother-in-law, who also 
marred a daughter of Mrs. Lynch, 
said that tba shooting was cold- 
blooded and without reason. Ha 
saya that Mrs. Lynch had been eaub- 
Ing trouble for Buck all the time 
and that she had never liked him. 
He says that she accused Buck of 
paying more attention to another 
one of her daughter^ than he did to 
the one to whom he was married. 

Amby Buck, although alive at a 
late hour last night, will die, ac- 
j cording to the statement of his phy- 
alclana vho any that thar* la act 



the sUgktest possibility ot his re- 
covery. 

In'the event of the death of Buck 
before Tuesday, Mrs. Lynch will be 
given a preliminary trial on the 
charge of murder and the warrant 
under which she ia now being held 
will be deatroyod. Until Tuaaday 
morning, at which time her trial 
will be held, she will he in the cus- 
tody of Constable Cole, Into whose 
custody She was givan by Judge 
Owen. 

Note— A telephone message from 
Indian Hill announced tha death of 
Amble Buck at 1:4S o'clock yaater- 
day (Tuesday) morning. In a dy- 
ing statement. Buck said he waa 
shot down In cold blood Wlthont tba 
slightest provocation.

000, with only very small Insur- 
ance covering the entire loss. 

Tbtf ortimi nrf the 'fire is uokno wn. 

When It was first discovered by v.. 
R. Knox and Joe Stinnett, tba flames 
were busting through the roof In the 
wareroom of the A. I'. Itiooks store, 
and immediately an alarm was given 
and the entire town turned out. The 
fire atartad on the aouth aide of 
Main street, and the wind, which 
was blowing at a good gale, soon 
wiped out every house on that side 
of the street. The tire continued 
until 12 o'clock, when the Hames 
were extinguished by tearing ilown 
a aUble which belonged to Berry 
Evans, adjoining the large to- 
bacco factory now occupied by the 
American Tobacco company. 

After the fire got under headway 
and destroyed the general store of 
A. P. Brooke, it made a clean sweep 
on that side of the street, burning 
the building of W. D. Miller, which 
was occupied by Lon Martin as a 
barbershop. Martin paved all his 
fixtures anil tools. Wi Us. the owner 
of the building, lost $'.tMi, with no 
Insurance. 

The drug store of R. E. Knox was 
also destroyed, the loss to the build- 
ing and medicines being $2,000. TTie 
fixtures and furniture were saved. 
I The grocery owned by W. T. 
Greer was also destroyeil. entailing 
a loss of $2,000. The building was 
owned by A. D. Mattingly, and 
neither Mattingly nor Oraer carried 
any Insurance. 

J. H. Wheatley lost three houses, 
one being filled with fertilizer, and 
the other used as a storage room. 
The other building waa used as the 
city lockup, but there were no pris- 
oners In It at the time of the fire. 
Mr. Whaatlay'a loss will probably he 
$500. 

The millinery department of 
Rhodes and Murphy, which was 
conducted by two ladles of that 
place, was also destt-oyed.

With his confession. I'oole saUl 
ba had killed Kemper Deoemher 12, 
irhUa out rabbit hunting when the 
family waa away from homa. He 
said they were climbing over a 
fpiire when the Run was accidental- 
ly dl8( liareeil. Fearlnn public opin- 
ion was acalnst him berause he shot 
a man several years apo. he said, he

The exposure of the Kemper mur- 
der was made by Poole and his 
eighteen-year-old ion, Emory, who 
aaya his mother and Bisters have had 
cognizance of Tool's connection with 
the dlf=appearan( e of Kemper, but 
have lii'cii re';li ain( cl liv iln eats of 
Oeath from makint? their Itnowledge 
public. The daughter, Grace, Is a 
atudent In Chicago. 

Kmory first made known his sus- 
l l( ions several weeks ago. He vis- 
ited liidiaiinipiillg and interested a 
il.terti\.' ai^i Miy ill the niyslery.with 
the result that the elder I'oole was 
arrested March Ifi, when a mid- 
night search was conducted (or the 
body. Poole was raleaaad when 
nothlnu' was found.

St. I.ouis. .Mo., .May 4. — The Cath- 
o'lc Colonization Society of the 
I'Dited States Is the name of aa or- 
Knniiatioa formed by M prteets. 
who are here holding a two days' 
conference at the Southern Motel. 

At clil)isho;i fllennon. ulio Is pre- 
.^idiiiK at the conference, said that 
the organization was formed in or- 
der to foster, concentrate and direct 
Catholic colonisatloB In tba United 
Statea and to act aa a central bureau 
for the local Catholic bureaus. The 
society also will co-opiTate wiih 
the national racial societies where 
the same are in accord with local 
diocesan authorltlea. Rev. B. J. 
Wattman, of Cbieago, was appoint- 
ed Secretary. 

"There are annually over 1,- 
000, nnn ImmlKrants who come Into 
the I'nlted States." said Archbishop 
<'.!r>nnoii. "Of this ntimlier 70n,on<i 
ate Catholics, two-thirds of whom 
nro farmers. It la better to lead 
theiie people to farma than let them 
settle In tbe cities, which are al- 
ready congested. Hy the natural en- 
vironments of the farm, they will 
be able to build up a more ualtorm 
civilisation.

Bbarrlll la ac- 
cused of making a falaa report to 
the Secretary of State. 

Sherrlll is Just 21 years old, 
though he has tbe appearance of a 
person of 2.1. His wife 's younser 
than himaelf. Mr. and Mrs. C. W. 
Sherrtll. ot SlanghteraTtlle. Ky.. 
parenta of tba defendant, and M'a. 
R. L. Brooka. of Bvanarille, m.,tb- 
er of young Mru.

J. M. Ramey. representing tlie 
Secretary ot State'a office, waa the 
ftrat - wKnaaa tatrodaead by Common- 
wealth's Attorney S. V. Dixon and 
County Attorney W. P. McClain.

Kvansville, Ind.. May 6. —A great 
deal of exciieinenl has been occa- 
sioned In the vicinity of the home 
of John Ooebel. In Armstrong town- 
ship, 11 mllaa north of thia city, by 
the sinking of a patch of ground on 
noebel's farm', and all kinds of 
speculation is being Indulged in aa 
to ih« emwi of tfeta tmk oT na- 
ture. 

Near the home of Mr. Ooebel la 
hIa peach orchard, atiotat Oii« hun- 
dred yarda long, and BO yarda wide, 
and oontalntng almost an acre of 
land. Several days ago the orchard 
began to slowly sink, and has now 
gone down about six feet, and the 
land Is still sinking. There is a 
pond in tho middle of tho orchard 
and as tho land began to aink. the 
bed of the pond cracked, and all 
the water has disappeared from the 
pond and seeiied tlnotmti tho bot- 
tom Info the earth. The pond is now 
tilled with larga cracks. 

The sunken ground la In the 
shape of a han'r egg, and la pointed 
at one end. The trees on the 
ground are standing Intact, and sev- 
eral larce crevices have appeared. 
Mr. c.oebel says many people he has 
talked to have ventured the opinion 
that there Is a large eave under- 
neath the Hrm. Re hae at««k long 
poles Into the eraeka in the annken 
ground to the extent of 10 feet or 
more, and failed to reach bottom. 
Mr. ("loebel says there have been no 
coal mines In his neighborhood to 
his knowledge, and states it is not 
probable that there are anr aban- 
doned ahafta on hia farm. He rath- 
er holda to the conclusion that there 
is a cave underneath his orchard, 
and that the ground will continue 
to go down until the bottom of the 
cave haa been reached. Mr. Ooe- 
bol's house aita about 10 atepa from 
the annken orchard, and membara 
of his family, when they retire at 
night, have no assurance that the 
earth will not swallow them up be- 
fore morning.

The person who fired the 
shot into the yoong aan'a body is 
the mother of hia wife, who la 
watching by his bedside — watching 
his life blood trickle away — for at 
midnight it was announced by the 
attending physician that the wound- 
ed man waa at the point of death 
and that no operation eovld aave 
him. 

Amby Buck waa shot down in his 

home at 7 o'clock to-nl^ht, without 
warning, by Mrs. r.eorge Lynch, 
aged fifty years, who, accompanied 
by her huaband, walked a mile to 
the home of their aon-ln-law. 

The young couple had retired. A 
knock at the door brought Buck to 
the front of the house. When he 
opened the door he was confronted 
with a shotgun held by Mrs. Lynch. 
Before he had time to turn In his 
tracks, he was shot down. The en- 
tire load of shot lodged In his left 
side, tearing away a portion of the 
left lung. 

The young wife, who waa in a 
bead nearby, sprang to the floor at 
the report of the gun. She rushed 
to the aide of her basband. The 
mother and father atood In the door 
for a few aeeonda and then walked 
away. 

The coi'ple was met in the road 
by a iieluhlior and the woman an- 
nounced that she had shot her son- 
in-law. and waa on her way to Ow- 
entboro to avrrender. Indian Hill 
la ten nllee from Ravearille, and 
la between HaweeriUe and Owena- 
boro. 

No one seems to know the Mvae 
of the tragedy. All that can be 
learned Is that there was a famllv 
eiiarrel a few daya ago. It la aald 
that the yonng man waa extremely 
Jealous, and It is thought that thia 
may have brought about the trouble.

upon the twenty-ninth Congres.^ of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
The proposal! revision follows :

S. Thou abalt not make to thy- 
self any graven image to worship it 
and serve It.

•5. Uememli'r tliat tlimi keep 
holy the Sabbath Day. Six days 
Shalt thou labor. 

5. Honor thy father and thy 
mother.

7. TliDU Klialt not bep.r false wit- 
ness atialiist lliy nciiihtior. 

8. Thou slialt not commit adul- 
tery.' 

9. Thou Shalt not steal. 

10. Thou abalt not covet thy 

neighbor's poods.

"Any concession to the need of 
prayer-book revision is not radical- 
ism, but an act of reverence for re- 
liglon^of insistence that religion 
■ball'^be real, .It will not do for 
■erious Christians to be stayed by 
the dead band." 

Rev. Percy 8. Orant, of New York, 
supported Dr. Douglas In his plea 
for revision. A strong opposition 
developed among the conservative 
element of the convention headed by 
Rer, Heii ry R. Oommly, of Haddon- 
fleld, N. J., and Rev. Oyrus Town- 
send Brady, of Kansas City.

Paragraphs have recently been 
appearing In newspapers that a 
young apple tree is to be planted 
to replace the old apple tree under 
which Lee surrendered to (Jrant at 
Appomattox, says th^ Washington 
Star. 

Tliis apple tree legend survives 
the years and all attacks upon It. 
It Is such a pleasing legend, blend- 
ing poetry and tragedy, botany and 

arms, that people persist in hi liev- 
ing it. These fruit tree legends, the 
Grant apple tree and the George 
Washington cherry tree, are a great 
deal hardier than the fruit trees 
themselves and live to a ripe age. 

The apple tree story has very lit- 
tle fact to sustain it. Lee did not 
surrender under an apple tree, but 
in the parlor, mi the right of the 
entrance of the house of W^ilmer 
•McLean, which sat back In a big 
garden on the main street of the 
village of Appomattox, about one 
square from tiie court house, r.eh. 
Lee and his military secretary. Col. 
Marshall, entered the McLean house 
8t*l:30 o'clock in the afternoon of 
April 9. 1866. Gen. Grant was al- 
ready there, accompanied by Oens. 
Rberidan. Ord, Ingalls, Rawlins, 
Seth Wlllianis, .Tohn (!. narnard, 
and Cols. Horace Porter, Orville K. 
flahcock, Kly S. Parker, Theodore 
S. Bowers, Frederick T. Dent and 
Adam Badean. The articles of sur- 
render were agreed to, written and 
signed, the conference wss conclud- 
ed at 4 o'clock and at 4:3n o'clock 
Orant sent the dispatch to Secretary 
Stanton announcing tlie sum nder 
of the Army of Northern Virginia. 

An apple tree and an apple or- 
chard figure in the events lesding 
up to the surrender and it may 
take some of the bloom off the story 
to announce that April, was a 

ba(kwar<I month, and that at the 
time of the surrender there was not 
a leaf or a blossom on any treee 
around Appomattox court house. 

The old orchard long ago disap- 
peared and the village of Appoaat- 
tox has very nearly disappeared. 
The court house burned down some- 
thing over Pfteen years a;:o. and a 
new one was built at Appomattox 
Station, on the Norfolk and Western 
railroad, three miles southwest of 
the surrender village. 

Nevertheless the Appomattox ap- 
ple tree story blooms perennially.

Of this 
(lumber 1,468 are eonilnad in the 
Lakeland asylum, near LoutsvUle, 
l.iiHO In the Kaslern asylum at Lex- 
ington mill I.1H3 III the Western 
asylum at Hopkinsvllle. 

All tha aayluros are crowded and 
It is dincult to find room (or a new 
patient till one o( tha old ones is 
discharged aa cured. It la expected 
that the next Leglslat'nra will be 
askeil til provide for additional 
buildings at two of the asylums, 
and tha Board of Control will like- 
ly racommand that a separate Insti- 
tution ba aatabltahad (or apileptlcs. 
Very few of tha apUeptica ara craxy 
and should not t>e confined with the 
Insane iieople. so the experts say. If 
the epileptic institution la establish- 
ed, there will be no necessity for ad- 
ditional buildlnga at the aayhims, as 
tha warda now oeenpiad |n the asy- 
lums by these epileptiea could be 
used by additional Inaana patients 
when the eiiiieptlcs are taken away. 

The average cost per day to the 
State for each patient In the asylums 
la forty-two and one-half eants. This 
inelndaa food, elothing. HMdiclnea 
and everything. This la oonsidered 
a remarkably low rate, eonaldering 
t»io )-i.ti, .,r|of.« thif have to be paid 
for all kinds of fondstuffa.
